SHOULD BE UNIFORM 


MATTERS THAT WILLCOME BE. 


FORE MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 


Power of Cities to Contract Debts 


Should Be Restricted—Some of the 
Propositions Contained in the Model 


"... 
Charter—Reports on Finances Go 
to Secretary of State. 
The meeting of the League of Wis- 


consin Municipalities, which is now be 
ing held at Milwaukee, promises to re- 
sult in enlarging the general knowledge 
of the powers and duties of municipal 
officers. Mayor Thnroughgood has gone 
to the Cream City, and will be in attend- 
ance and take part in the discussions. 
One of the most important propositions 
that will confront the conference for im- 
proved charter legislation, will be "the 
city's debt limit." 
The- Model Charter, 


"which was formulated at the meeting 
of the National Municipal league at its, 
recent meeting held.in Indiauapolis,pro- 
vides that certificates of / indebtedness 
issued in anticipation of the collection 
of taxes, or bonds authorized to bo is 
sued by a two-thirds vote of the com 
mon council, the approval of the mayor 
and a majority., vote of the people 
taken at the time city officers are 
elected, shall not be included in comput- 
. ing the debt limit. The reason of this 
provision "in the Model Charter is that 
some months ago aXcitizen of New York 
donated to the city a magnificent library 
conditioned on the city buying a site, 
and building a suitable building for the 
library. It was found that the debt 
limit had been reached find the city was 
in danger of losing the magnificent gift. 


. However, a large portion of the debt 


had been incurred in the purchase and 
improvement of dock property, which 
was a sourco of revenue, paying the in- 
terest,on tlie imvestment and accumulat- 
ing a sinking fund to take care of the 
'debt. 


Another provision .among the 'many 


important, and interesting ones con- 
tained in the Model Charter, requires 
"every city in the state to make a finan- 
cial/report ot least once a year to the 
secretary of-'state, which reports are to 
printed as part of the public documents 
of the statp-. The secretary of the state 
is authorized to examine into the affairs 
of any city in the state, as the financial 
conditions and the resourses of the city, 
and see that the law has been complied 
•with. The reports so made are to be a 
: public record, so that the citizens may 
draw the lines of comparison between 
.the cos't'of administering the affairs cf 
different cities. The proposed charter 
also provides that no franchise for the 
use of any street or other public proper-1 


'••• ty shall be for a longer period than 


twenty-one years.

DIET AS A CAUSE OF SUICIDE. 


Phjilcmii Thinks He Has Discovered tin 


R«itBOn of Seir-Dofitructi.m. 


Dr. Haig is of opinion that suicide 


may be traced to error in diet, the error 
being the eating o£ meat, the drinking 
of beer and 01 tea, and the smoking of 
tobacco. His facts all fall comfortably 
into their places in support of his .hy- 
pothesis. 
Are there not more suicides 


among men than among women, and 
do not men consume more meat, more 
beer and more tobacco than the' wom- 
en? Again, suicide is more common in 
England than in Scotland, not appar- 
ently. because the Scotch are a more, 
canny race, ; but because the English 
eat more meat and drink more beer, 
while the -Scotch eat less meat and 
drink whisky 'instead of beer. 
'After 


maintaining that suicide was less com- 
mon among-the Scotch, it was perhaps 
hardly 
polite,'• when 
addressing 
a 


Scotch audience, to go on.to say that 
suicide increased with civilization.. But 
the fact was explained on the ground 
of more injurious diet, that of civilized 
man being more productive of uric acid 
and thus of- suicide, than .-that T:hlch: 
prevails where civilization is less ad- 
vanced. Uric acid is, in fact, at the 
bottom of all this, and, according to 
Dr. Haig, the incidence of suicide al- 
lies with; the /daily; annual and life 
fluctuations of uric acid in the blood, 
being commonest when, uric acid 
most abundant. 
We have no doubt 


that errors of diet are responsible for 
much, and/ among other things, for a 
certain number of suicides, nay, we 
would go further and admit that un- 
suitable fliet, derangement of the prcjp- 
er relation -between nutrition 
and 


waste, and the consequent loading of 
the tissues and the blood with abnor- 
mal products of metabolism, have much 
to do with that HI temper and discon- 
tent which, lead men to lay theif hands 
violently, often upon their neighbors, 
and sometimes on themselves. All thia 
may be taken for granted, but it is at

straight for Beloit, where he had no 
difficulty in joining Co. E.. 


Soon after the regiment's arrival at 


Jacksonville Wollin was taken ill with 
fever, and on securing a sick leave of 
absence he came home in the hope that 
the change in climate would benefit his 
health. 
He came first to 
Janesville, 


and from here drove home in company 
with relatives. On October, 22 he.left 
home suddenly, and at that time his 
father feared that something serious 
had happened him, as he said that : he 
had acted queerly since his return, and 
at times plainly • demonstrated that he 
was not in his right mind.. 


Mr. Wollin, on two different occasions 


drove to Janesville and reported the case 
to Chief of Police Hogan in the hopes 
that the missing boy might be located 
by them.

The vowels are just, as impor- 
tant in Hebrew as in English; so it is 
easy to see how necessary, this reform 
was. The English consonants b r d 'may 
be read board or bread, or bored or 
braid, and if they, occurred in a sen- 
tence without the vowels we should 
have to guess by the connection which 
vowels were" necessary. 'It is possible 
that after a text had been adopted all 
older manuscripts were destroyed, or 
more probably were neglected .because 
of their defects, and hence they have 
altogether disappeared.—Beview of Ee- 
views.
